New York Ufe Agents-Made 


Good Money

NEW YORK. Sept. 22-lUpon tho as- 


tcmbllng today of thn special legisla- 
tive committee which is investigating tho 
life. Insurance buRlnens. Thomas Huckner. 
vice president of the New York Llfo In 
surance company, who has charge of 
that company's agencies and who was 
unable to answer a number of 
yesterday without looking up 
WHS called to the slnnd. 
The matter of 


the Nyllc accounts was. tnken up. 
They 


Included records of a system of bomi?es 
paid to agent*. 
Nyllc. he said, wns a 


bedy of men drawn from the ranks of 
agents who create business for his com. 
pany. 
It Is divided Into rive. clasj"-s: 


Freshmen, flrtit. second and third de- 


gree and senior Nyllc. 
Yne freshman 


1'rive a written contract with the com-' 
pany And must produce business pnylnt? 
not less thnn $5oOO annually In pr<-niiiimo 
nnd glvo their entire time for five yearn. 
They nre paid no salary but qualify for 
n higher degree. 
If there wns default 


of qualifications they were dropped and i 
had to recommence 
nt the beginning. 


They received fifty cents a thousand per 
month for all business written by them. 
The first decree Nyllc must produce busl. 
ness paying not less thnn J25.OM In prem- 
iums a year for five years to be.como 
ft second degree Nyllc. 


The second degree Nyllc received $1D a 


month per thousand. If an ngent secures 
premiums of '25.000 a yenr he becomes a 
third decree Nyllc. 
This desrc» lasts 


five years. 
Its members receive JI.EV) 


per mr-nth per thousand and must also 
maintain the J25.000 total of premiums. 
At the expiration of rive years he be- 
comes a senior and receives 75 cents per 
month per thousand on new business 
over the average . of Insurance written 
during the previous twenty years. 
He 


need not glvo his entire time but most 
not write for nny other company. 


When this system war devised It be- 


came retroactive nnd all 
the 
agents 


went 
Into 
these grades according to 


their terms of service nnd amount 
of 


business written.' 
None of these 
hart 


served sufllclrnt time to. become senior 
Nyllcs nnd at present the company has 
but three seniors. 


Mr. Buckner s.ild that - whnt moneys 


agents got from Nyllc was In addition 
to the regular nger.ts commissions. Wit- 
ness stated that the cost 
of 
Nyllc* 


today Is one per cent, of the renewal 
premiums. 
Mr. Buckner said this sys- 


tem was Invalunble 
in holding 
their 


agents In a solidarity. 


Severance of ' connection with 
the 


company ends all benefits In NyHc. ex- 
cept In case of death when provision 
Is made for payments to the estate of 
a Nyllc above the grade of freshman 
for three to six months.. Further post 
mortem benefits were puld under a res- 
olution adopted In 1835, which provided 
that an agent's estate may receive a 
sum equal to SI for every thousand of 
Insurance written during the year pre- 
ceding his death. This, hy vote of the 
trustees, 
was made an annual reso- 


lution. In the ten years this mortuary 
fund has 
been 
expended. Witness 


testified that $23.000 had been . paid 
out for this purpose. 


Mr.' Buckner could not state 
the 


bonus paid to agents above their regu- 
lar commissions under tho Nyllc sys- 
tem but he thought it wns not a very 
great amount. Ile^'ould supply this 
Information later. 


Henry Dempsey. cashier of tho Citi- 


zens' Central National Bank was call- 
ed and testified that Andrew Hamilton 
had an account In that bank-and 
duced a transcript of that ' account, 
which was placed in evidence. 


Mr. Buckuer testified that the total 


payments to Nylle members aggregat- 
ed less than one per cent, of the tbtal 
premiums. The company 
has 
916 


agents who are members of Nyllc, and 
over five thousand who aro not. 
It 


would. bo possible, Mr. Buckner 
cal- 


culated,/ for a man who had worked 
twenty years to retire altogether from 
active, labor. A second Nyllo, was In- 
augurated January 1, 1902, for agency 
directors, Inspectors and supervisors 
in the United States, Canada and the 
West Indies. A board of trustees was 
given control of a fund made up by 
amounts contributed In part 
by the 


members and in part by the Life In- 
surance company. This fund was - to 
be divided- among the members In 1912 
according to the amount of business 
written under the direction 
of 
the 


members. The fund now amounts to 
$337,777. 


In 1904 It appeared $432.601 was given 


as 
bonuses 
under various written 


agreements with agents and $191.113 
was paid for general bonuses through- 
out 
tho 
world, 
Including those for 


special months.
